Dean Fox 
Discusses 
Education 

• "IS AMERICAN higher educa- 
tion adequate?” was the subject of 
discussion between members of the 
Current Affairs Club, led by Dean 
James H. Fox -of the School of Ed- 
ucation, at a meeting Wednesday 
night in the Maxwell Cafeteria. 

/ Dean Fox declared that, "While 
American Colleges are definitely 
not doing an adequate job at pres- 
ent, they are aware of their short- 
comings and have definite plans 
for overcoming them.” Such as- 
pects of the problem as how many 
people should go to college, what 
methods of selection should be 
used, and how the educational 
process should be carried out, 
formed the main' topics of discus- 
sion. 

Dean Fox also stated that one of 
the major tasks facing the colleges 
is that of "selling” higher educa- 
tion' to a large group of high 
school graduates who do not feel 
college is worthwhile; this group 
is estimated at 50% of the best- 
equipped high school graduates. 

Preceding the, discussion, a brief 
business meeting was held, at 
which the following officers were 
elected: President, Fritz Kahn; 

vice-president, Beverly Barrett ; 
corresponding secretary, Jack Mc- 
Kee; recording secretary, Shirley 
Lebowitzr and treasurer, Tom

According to the present sched- 
ule, a resident physician is on duty 
all day, Dr. Luther Sheldon, Jr., 
from "9 a.m. until 1 p.m., and Dr. 
Elizabeth Kahier from 1 p.m. until 
5 p.m. 

The expanded quarters provide a 
private office and examining room 
for each doctor. The nurses’ office 
is set at one side of the waiting 
room and a laboratory Is also In- 
cluded in the f£t-up. Fluorescent 
lighting has been installed in the 
redecorated building and additional 
equipment has been purchased. 

The aim of the expanded program 
Is to increase the scope of the de- 
partment and to give better serv- 
ice. It is attempting to meet the 
needs of part time and evening stu- 
dents as well as full time students. 
Physical examinations and three 
treatments for any one illness are 
now available without charge. 

The services of six specialists 
may be attained at student rates 
on a referral basis or in cases of 
emergency. Fees are charged for 
x-rays, blood tests and other spe- 
cial examinations.
